The 
total rnimber of towns is 319 and their popu- 
lation is 42,930 thousands. Thus 46% of 
the total number of towns representing 51% of the 
total population is covered in this statement. The 


number of births and deaths in these towns 
were 13,753 and 6,600 representing birth and death 
rates of 32*4 and 15*5 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

Cuttack was the only town which recorded high 
death rate of 51*1 per thousand of population.
